The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
- a diesel engine comprising: 

- a fuel supply passage (16) via which fuel is supplied from a fuel tank (12) 
to an oil pan (22) through a supply pump (24); 

- a lubrication-system (18) fuel supply passage via which fuel is supplied 
from the oil pan to engine parts to be lubricated through a lubricating oil 
pump; and 

- an injection-system fuel supply passage (26) via which fuel is supplied 
from the oil pan to an injection system (27) through an injection pump (29) 

As the document D1 shows all the features of the first claim, the subject-matter of this 
claim is therefore not new . 



Re Item VII. 

Certain defects in the international application

document identified therein.
